REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
independent claims now describe a deinterleaving method for sorting a sequence of an 
even number of data items from a first order to a second order which is accomplished 
by withdrawing a pair of data items and using the claimed formulas to determine their 
correct placement and if there is a data item in the correct position it should be replaced 
with the withdrawn data item. The prior art of record does not describe reordering a pair 
of data items at a time nor the specific formulas used to determine correct destination 
positions.
